F'rom Chicago comes a reform iiajier 
bearing a “tale of woe” over the defeat of 
Jno. P. AItgeld for niayoi, and intimating, 
that the most “pitiful” feature of the con¬ 
test was a '“combination’’ of tlie Social 
Democrats with “Mark Haiiiia and Rich¬ 
ard Croker” to “encompass the defeat’’ of 
the ex-governor. Of course anything so 
ridiculous is unworthy of notice. It 
springs from the puerile notion entertained 
by many Chicago people that Jno. P. AIt¬ 
geld is entitled, at all times, to the support 
of all who are in revolt against the jirescnt 
social order. Much as Social Democrats, 
with others, may hold in high regard the 
ex-governor, there is something they have 
learned to esteem above all per-onal consid¬ 
erations, and that is principle. Times 
change, and some men change with the 
times. The combination Hie Social Demo¬ 
crats were in was one, not against .\ltgeld, 
but in favor of Socialism. A few more 
elections and our friends the “reformers’’ 
will begin to realize that Social Democrats 
are in earnest in this business. Certain 
it is that no unworiliy insinuations about 
combinations with “Hanna” will dc.erthem 
• fnini jmrsuing the clear line of duty, in 
Chicago or anywhere else. Social Demo¬ 
crats are Socialists! 

Our Chicago comi-ades made their first 
campaign under tremendous odds, begin¬ 
ning with the task, imposed uiion tiiem by 
a “repulilican” law, of securing 7,UiK) signa¬ 
tures to their “petitions;’’ but there was 
an o]iportuiiily which it would have been 
cowardly not to iinjirove to tlie best oftheir 
ability. And liiey did it. There is no 
doubt tha: uinler normal conditions, all of 
our cuiuliilales would have jellied a much 
larger vote tlnm the official returns will 
give them. The oHiciai ligures have not 
been received at the time we go to jiress, 
but enough is known to warrant tiie state¬ 
ment that Comrade Thomas Kerwin, can¬ 
didate for maj'or, got 5(10 votes. The “po¬ 
lice rejiorts” printed in tlie capitalistic 
jiapcrs gave him 140. The other candi¬ 
dates, Winner for treasurer, Soelke for city 
attorney and Harrison for city clerk will 
have about 100 votes each more t han tlie 
head of the ticket. Considering the fact 
that only four public meetings weie held, 
there is good reason, under all the circum¬ 
stances, to be satisfied witli the vote. 

St. Louis. 

The showing made by St. Louis com¬ 
rades contains a lesson for the whole party 
on the value of ward and district organiza¬ 
tions. With the experience and avantage 
gained last fall, the comrades extended 
their work on ward lines and added many 
new branches to the organization during 
the winter months.

THE GROWTH OF 

SOCIALISTIC THOUGHT. 

That the jieople are rapidly adopting 
Socialistic ideas, is clearly shown by the 
faet that the jiuliticians of the republican 
and democratic parties are compelled to, at 
least, make a jireteiice of favoring these 
ideas. How insincere these jiretensiona 
arc is ajqiarent to all who really under¬ 
stand the Socialist movement, and the 
American hoodie politieiuns. .As well 
expect to gather grapes of thorns and figs 
of thistles, as to exjiect any progress in the 
direction of Socialism, through political 
jiarties controlled by capitalist masters. 
.\nd all the old parties, including even the 
free silver AItgeld jiarty, is so controlled. 
.\iul how shall tlie iKiodle politician, who 
jiredoiiiiiiates in all these old jiarty jiolitical 
machines exjiect to make any money 
through jiolilics, e.xcejit 6y sand bagging 
the very corporutions whose existence he 
jiretends to threaten by muiiicijial owner¬ 
ship. 

It is only by keejiing alive these great 
jiublie corj,orations, tliat the “jiolitician” 
can hope to “do business” witli them in 
polities; corrujitly selling them public fran¬ 
chises, and otherwise blackmailing them. - 

The necessity of the “jiolitician” cater- 
iim to the grov ing public sentiment which 
is beginning to demand the collectiveor pub¬ 
lic ownership of certain industries, is well 
staled in an article in the Chicago Chiuu- 
icle of .Xjiril otii. This editorial said: 

“.Slate Socialism—still in a nascent stage 
perhajis:—is growing in favor with the 
Aiuencaii electorate. Politicians who fail 
to recognize its growth may jirejiare for 
defeat.” 

“It is idle to ignore a faet,” continues 
the article, “wliicli is quite as jmtent in 
Chicago as in Toledo, tliough in a less 
accentuated-form. In 1887, Robert .Nelson 
ran for mayor as a Socialist candidate, aiid. 
received a vote which was insignificant in 
coiiiparison with the total. He was at¬ 
tacked by press and jioliticians lus an enemy 
to society. The general jmhlic, which is 
not nice in its etymological distinctions, 
accepted the assurance that Nelson, the 
Socialist, was an aiatr^nist—which is as 
much as to say that blacK is white—and he . 
wiLs snowed under at the jiolls. Twelve 
years elapse. Yesterday every one of the 
three candidates for mayor appealed to the 
voters for sujiport, upon the same jilatforni 
adojited by Nelson. Harrison, Carter and 
AItgeld, proclaimed their devotion to the 
jiriiicijiles of Stale Socialism as involved in 
iii'iiiicijial owneishiji of the street railroads. 
.Not one of tlieiii could have got l.tXMJ votes 
if that declaration had been omitted. * * 

* 'I he municipal ownership of street rail¬ 
ways is the logical jirelude to the accept¬ 
ance of the doctrine that all natural mono¬ 
polies should he ajjjirojirialed to the use of 
the. jieiqile—not to' the profit of j>rivate 
owners. * * * Socialism is the word 

which stands for theiioctriues unmistakably 
ajijiroved in Chicago yesterday. The buga¬ 
boo of 1«87 has become the shibboleth of 
1899.” 

While every intelligent Socialist known 
that municijial ownershiji of jmblic utilities 
is not necessarily Socialistic, (though under 
a proper system it may be so), yet the 
trend of public thought in the direction of 
municipal ownership, is unquestionably a 
sign of the awakening of the public mind 
to the evils of private ownershiii, and the 
benefits of collective or public ownership. 
And this awakening presages a current of 
thought towards real Socialism, which, in 
a very short time, will become irresistible. 

The writer was a candidate of the same 
party with Nejson in 1887, audit is with 
satisfaction, not, perhaps, untuingled with 
contempt, that he sees the same politicians

SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT. 

J N his work on the ‘‘Develop¬ 
ment of Socialism from Utopia 
to Science,” Krederick Engels sums 
up the course of the class struggle, 
its several successive stages and 
the significance of each in the de¬ 
velopment of production in the 
following clear manner: 

I. Mkiukval Society. .— Small 
individual production. Means of 
production aiiapted to individual 
use; thence jirimitively iuellicient 
and paltry, and dwarlish in their 
results.. Production for the im¬ 
mediate consumption, either of the 
producer himself or of his letiilal 
lord.

111. peoletariax revolution.— 
Solution of the contradictions. The 
proletariat seizesthe public power, 
and, with its aid, turns the power 


of production,, that have beon slip¬ 
ping from the hands of the capit^- 
ist class, into public property. By 
this act it frees the means of pro¬ 
duction from their previous capital¬ 
ist quality, and gives their social 
character full freedom to assert it- 
stdf. Thenceforth, social produc¬ 
tion upon a pre-determined plan 
becomes possible. The develojiment 
of production makes the continu¬ 
ance of several social classes an 
amichronism. In proportion as 
anarchy in the production of so¬ 
ciety aisappears, the political auth¬ 
ority of the state becomes dormant. 
Man, finally master of bis own form 
of social organization, becomes at 
the same time lord over nature— 
lord over himself—in short, free. 
To accomplish this work of uni¬ 
versal eiiiaiicipation is the historic 
mission of the modern proletariat. 
To investigate its historic condi¬ 
tions, thereby its nature iLself, and 
thus to imjiart a consciousness of 
its own motion to that class that, 
oppressed to-day, is called upon to 
dll the act—that is the task of the 
theoretic expression of the move¬ 
ment of the proletariat, i. e. of 
scientific .Socialism.

REPULSION AND~ 
FRACTION. 

After being, alternately,disgusted 
with ob.serving extreme “class con¬ 
scious” tactics, and wearied hy 
listening to vague utopian ideas, it 
is indeed refreshing to note tlie 
progress of the Social Democratic 
party, snccessful'y pursuing its 
course along the golden mean; to 
watch it 80 skillfully avoiding the 
rigid unyielding rocks .Scylhi upon 
the one hand, and the great unde¬ 
fined, unfathoimible, reform, colon¬ 
ization, fusion andconfn.-:ion, whirl¬ 
pool of Charybdis on the other. 

As a iticinber of the S. D. I’., 1 
sincerely rqoice that the organi/.u- 
tioii is neither so sentimental a.-* to 
be imjiructical nor so ■‘scientific” 
as to be hide-bouiul. 

Not that the majorit.v of us are at 
all ignorant of the class character of 
oiir niovemeni, or that we arc in 
the lea.-it inclined to comjiromise 
any iirmciple; but that we.are both 
too desirous for the growth of oiir 
memberslii)i, to keej) out any Imn- 
esl well meaning Socialist simply 
because be is‘‘imsdenlilie,” and 
too zealous for the proper conduct j 
of our party, to allow liim to re-j 
main entirely so after wc get him 
in. 

In my humble 0 |>inion, our fu¬ 
ture success depends largely upon 
a continuance ot this moderate, Imt 
by no means lax. policy. I lielievc, 
therefore, that our piirty organ ainl 
all comrades who recognize the 
meaning of the class struggle, 
sliould })Ut forth every ellort to 
imjiress upon new members the 
fact that it is folly for the great 
laboring masses to depend upon 
any class other than their own for 
emanei]>ation from the fetters of 
indu.strial bondage. .Vt the same 
time extreme care should he tukcii, 
not to present this doctrine in so' 
oflensive a manner ns to keep aw ay 
from our movement every man and I 
woman wlio is noP a wage worker.! 

No greater mistake could hej 
made than to suppose that the| 
capitalist class, or, any important 
section of it, w ill ever exert itself 
to do aw.T.v with its own ‘‘peculiar 
privileges.” 

But, ns to individual members of 
the class, that is another and quite 
a differert thing. By right man¬ 
agement we shall attract many of 
these individuals, and they will he 
among our best workers. Let ns 
he careful, therefore, not to reiiel 
them by harsh/and imliscriiiiinate 
invective against every person out¬ 
side our own ranks. .\t the .‘<anie 
lime, even they should be taught, 
that upon our class depends the 
success of the movement, and not 
upon theirs. 

The fundamental error of the 
•Socialists of the early part of the 
century, consisted not in impractic¬ 
able—not even in the mistaken 
idea that a co-operative social j 
structure could be erected before 
the economical foundation was 
ready for it—but in the erroneous 
notion, that all that was necessary 
was to show people of property tlu* 
great beauties of Socialism and they 
would be only too glad to establish 
it instantly. 

Fourier was so sure of this, that, 
'tissaid, he reimiined at home cer¬ 
tain hours every day, for years, 
waiting for the millionaires with j 
their money. They never came—i 
nor will they eve" ome! For, leav-j 
ing out of the question the nuhle! 
few, who in all ages, are to be! 
found upon the side of the down-j 
trodden and opprcsscil, nothing! 
will bring jieople into a/fnovement i 
like ours but economic necessity. | 
This economic ueecssiiy, however, ■ 


will soon he upon an overw helming 
majority of the people of the Uni, 

, ted .States. It is already beginning 
to have its edect amongst the in¬ 
dustrial population of our cities. 
But what about the small farmer’? 

! Is it a fact that he must lose his 
I title to his land hul become an 
actual ])roletarian before he may 
be thought worthy of our consider- 
! alion—or before he can be brought 
I to realize the iTiinplete hojielesness 
I of his case under the jircvailing 
! system? 1 do not know. It is a 
! question that is puzzling far wiser 
heads than mine. Let us, how¬ 
ever, examine the matter with 
what light we have. According, 
then, to a strict construction of 
terms the small farmer is, we will 
say, a cajiitalist; and according to 
the elegant phraseology of certain 
I writers and speakers, a “labor 
skinner.” Even so; does it neees- 
isarily follow that he must become 
I entirely disposssssed before he can 
I he made to see that his interests 
I in the apjiroaehing peaceful revolu- 
'tion are identical with those of the 
! eniploye or his otvn hired man? 

It may ]>ussihly be so; hut as 1 
I am one who is inclined to “cleave 
j ever to the sunnier side of doubt,” 

1 am glad that the Social Democra¬ 
tic party has taken the more ho]ie- 
ful view; glad that it has made its I 
platform broad enough to coiniire-i 
iiend the interests of every nianj 
who toils and sweats and starves, 
while others rcaji the reward of his i 
exertions. The Inst word of eco-i 
noiriic sirience lias not yet been writ-1 
ten. It may he tliat .some other; 
classilieation will he 'found, fully i 
as sciciitilic as that wliich places{ 
the jioor overworked, mortgage-! 
hurdened. careworn tiller of thej 
soil in the same category witii.thc 
inillioiiuire railroad magnate, who! 
robs him. j 

.Now ns to the small farmer he-j 
ing a “lalior skinner”—there are 
anulogous jiursuits; as for instance, 
w here the wage worker hires his 
own 1 elpcr or striker, as he is 
called. Is such a man “an cxjdoi- 
ter of labor, whose instincts arc 
essenlially cajiitalistic?” If so— 
but thi.s letter is alrcadj' too long. 
J.,et me in conclusion once more 
urge the necessity of continuing, 
tile tactics which have thus far 
jirovcd so successful; namely: a; 
liberal policy toward those who I 
wish to join the movement; educa¬ 
tion of oiir members ill the principles I 
of evohuionury Socialism; war upon ; 
the cn)>italist system, hut not upon | 
individuals, and avoidance of nn-, 
friendly iiis[>utes with other Social-1 
ists, whose luetlvods may diHer- 
from our own. !

“As ye would that men should do 
unto yon, do ye even so unto 
them;” he contrasts it very tersely 
with the rule of gold or the mer¬ 
cantile spirit of our time and illns-

, and the sweat shops, and exclaims

He further mentions the wrelcb- 
cil housings of the jioor, the neglect 
of the jihysically' deformed, the 
corruption of politics, the greed of 
the legal professittn for money and 
oMicial jiositions. “Wherthe law 
will not protect men, they will not 
resjtect the law” says he among 
other things, and calls the French 
rcvolutiun the “French revela¬ 
tion.” “Bnsine.ss became organ- 
izeil selfishness. A struggle ;uid 
scrainhle for gold, a war for plun¬ 
der.
